They were the yells of servants, tfho 
rushed ir shouting to me to get up, for 
the Vegetarians were coming and tear 
ing down tbe houses on the Dill belong 
Ing to the English mission

minutes later a teacher came to my door 
and told me to run 
I put on my clOvhes 


and rushed to the door 
I was mat by a 


man with a trident spear, who yelled, 
'Here Is a foreign woman * He pointed
